The weathar for the }ist 
two days has been in admirable sympathy with the disease It has 
heen excessively warm and snitry, with an oecasioral shower, just 
sufficient to render the atmosphere lke a vanor bath. 

On Saturday. forty five new eases snd thirteen deaths were re- 
ported. Yesterday there were ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY 
FIVE new cases, and FORTY ONE deaths reported. OF the ea- 
ses, howev r, SIXTY were in the Arch street Prison, and FIFTEEN 
deoths. We are told that the condition of the pzison, yesterday 
morning, was frightful inthe extreme. Several of the keepers had 
** grven up” in consequence of exhavation and ‘atigue—the prison- 
ers were in a dreadtul estate of excitement—those of them who 
were sick were not pronerly attended to, and the dead and the dying 
were scattered indiscriminately through the various apartmente, 
many of them wijhout proper medical or other attendance. Mea- 
sures have no doubt been teken for their relief. We trust that the 
confined debtors, at least. wi!! be forthwith released. 

The acconnts of yesterday materially increased the alarm of our 
citizens, but still the panic is not great. The danger will soon be 
ver, we trust; and in the me:nt me, prudence and a stout heart

Dear Sir—At this period of general alarm, when thousand. have | 
fled from the city on account of the rav: ges of Cholera, believing | 


i that they are in danger from contsgion, or a pestilential condition 


of the atmosphere, or that there is something peculiar in the air | 


which is every moment liable to strike them down with the epi- 
demic, 1 wi!l venture to give my humble opinion of its origin. ‘That 
it is atmospheric, there is no dopbt ; but F cannot think there is any 
thing ‘eculiar in the arr at present. What finer weather could we 
| heve since June,or even in June? Fine mornings,and evol pleasant 
| nichts, prodvcing refreshing sleep ; genial showers, by which the 
earth's surface is kept in goode ndtion, and wholesome vegetables 
produced for the table, such weather cannot be the instantaneoue 
cause ; we must ook further back for it 

We can east!y remember wha: a uniformly cold winter the last 
has been, which kept ag od appetite throughout, and this, together 
with good digestion, produced a fullness of the blood vessels, and 
when spring arrived it was net as warm as spring usually is ; thera 
was not that gradual warmth which causes perspiration, and dimin 
ishes appetite, and consequently prepares the blood for the ap- 
proaching summer’s heat , that 1s, acclimates us. I: remained un 
naturally cool up to the first of June; p-vple verv generally wore 
their winter clothing, and sle:t under blankets ; warm weather at 
‘length commenced tn Jane, and began to produce its effects on the 

plethoric blood vessc!s-of the inhabitants. It must be remembered 
| tha’ when summer commenced in June it was not the gradually in- 
| creasing and mild heat we usually have in that month ; on the con- 
| trary, it was very warm, which by acting on the ple’ horic habi's of 
| our citizens, caused the disease to he developed. ‘The cold weather 

was the predisposing, and the sudden warm weather was the exci 
j ting cause.* Ido not‘deny that something may influence the sea- 

sous beyond our mortal conception, something surrounding the 
| earth or issuing from its bosom; I only point eut what I consider 
| the immediate atmospheric causes, not any thirg defective in the 
| queluty of the air rendering it unfit to live in, but merely the vicis- 
| situdes of the seasons. 
| The disease is inflammatory previous to the collapsed stage. 
i The bloor I have drawn from seventy -atients, during the premoni- 
tory range of the disease, showed, in every instance, the inflammato- 
| ry state or increased action of the vessels, and consequently the gen- 
j eral plethoric condition of the inhabitants. It is well known that 
| there are various inflammatory diseases prevalent, such as inflam 
*' mation of the lungs, of the throat, ef the brain, rheumatism, and in- 
flammatory congestions of other organs of the budy ; all which goto 
prove that the blood vessels of our citizens are ina plethorie condi- 
tion, produced by good appetites and good digestion throggh the 
winter and spring ; and this high state of the blood vessels consti- 
tutes the disease. The remedicn-should be such as will reduce this 
high state, or nature will do it, by breaking down thebalance be- 
tween the blood vessels and cerves, and forcing the disease off by 
the bowels, thereby producing serious consequences. 

If this, then, is the state of the cese, what benefit can we obtain 
by flying from the city, when we carry the predisposition to the 
dsease with us? We should be calm, relying upon Providence, and 
mike use o! the most judicious medical means which are calculated 
to retnove the disease which 1s circulating in our blood, and when 
that is done, we are comparatively owt of danger; we are seclima- 
ted or seavoned to the condition of things around us, at least so Jar 
that -by pradence in eating sod drinking, we may regain good health 
and avoid a returo of the predisposition to the disease by avoiding 
plethora of the blood vessels, :

Sickness at the Stale Prison.—A sickness commenced amang the 
conviets of the State Prison in this towe, vesterday afternoon, 
about 3 o'clock. Several of the convicts were taken with very se- 
vere attacks of vomiting, purging, &c. Medical aid was immedi- 
ately procured, and bleeding, and powerful med:cines were resorted 
to with ywreat success. At lo'’clock, this morning, there were 25 
ases, some very severe. Cases continued to occur, ‘and at this 
hourthe followiug communication was made to the Governor, by 
express.

This morning the number of cases continned to increase, and now 
there are one hundred and ten of the conviets under the care of 
phvsicians—although in no one case has the disease proved fatal. 

As many of the symptoms of the Asiatic Cholera were wanting, 
it was thought the sickness might have originaied from the food and 
drink taken by the conviets during yesterday. Examinations have 
therefore heen instituted, aod an analysis will be made of the food 
taken. Dr. Webster has examined the rve from which the coffee 
and bread were made, and finds a considerable quantity of spured 
rye in it. 

This fact, taken in connection with others, as the season, the 
peculiar heat and sultriness of the day, the confinement of the pri- 
soners (not usual on working days,) the crowded staternd heat of 
the chapel, and the drinking of cold waterafter the service, and 
perhaps t.e change of diet, may account fur the appearance of the 
disease. The change of diet was-vice instead of potatoes. The rye 
was a new lot—thic was the firet time it had been used. 

The general opinion of the physicians, a iarge number of whom 
have visited the Prison to-day, appears to be that the disease is not 
Asiatic Cholera, We are anthorized by Dr. Waiker-to say, that his 
opinion to this cff-ct has been strengthened since writing his com- 
munication to the Governor.

THE CHOLERA. 
To the Editor of the Daily Sentinel. 
New. York, Augast 9, 1832. 

Dear Sir—In answer to your question, what was the exciiing 
‘cause of Cholera at St. Petersburg, when the disease prevailed 
there in the winter ? I answer, I cannot exactly say, but T have nm 
| doubt it was principally the changes of temperature. We know 
| that changes in the winter produce diseases as well as in the sum 
mer. Butthis much must be allowed, that it commenced on our 
continent at the first appearance of hot weather, which shows tha! 
the latent seeds of the disease were brought into action by heat; 
some suoner than others, because in some the predisposition is 
stronger inthan others. It 1s net only in cholera that most people 
believe the disease is suddenly produced, but in ai] others that at 
tack violently they consider the exciting cause to be the disease 
| The causes of disease are inany and various; they commence wecks, 
| and months, and even years before the final attack. It is hard to 
| cav when we first depart from a state of health. and approximate a 

state of disease. I believe that in cholera the causes begin to ac’, 
| soas to piant the seeds of the disease long before its appearance, 
}and that these causes are something peculiar in the variations of 
| the weather, and not any thing peculiar in the composition of the 
atmosphere, whether cold or hot, wet ordry; and it 1s probable 
| that the manner of living in modern days, may have been gradu 
| ally predisposing mankin‘ to this all prevalent disease.

| The Committee appointed by the Special Medical Council at the 
| request of the Board of Health, for the purpose of visiting the State 
Prison at Sing Sing, report as the result of their inquirics— 

That the first case of malignant choirra occurred on the 17th of 
July, the subject of which was found ia bis cell in a state of col. 
lapse, in the morning, and died the same day. He had previously 
had diarrhea. On the 18th another case occurred, which also ter- 
mined fatally. On the 20th five more sickened and died. Since thi 
time the disease has increased daily, and the fisst cases were gene- 
rally fatal. The persons first attacked were in celis remote from 
even other, and had not worked in the same place. The whole 
number of cases te the 6th instant, was two hundred and thirty-six, 
of which seventy two terminated fatally. The total number of the 
sick and convalescent, al thia time, is two hundred and thirty five. 
in consequence of orders given to the prisoners to make immediate 
application for medical aid, opon the appearance of diarrha@1, many 
of this number are under treatment for the premonitory symptoms. 
Many, however, from their unwillingness to be sent to the hospital, 
neglect reporting themselves until the disease has advanced to a 
state of collapse. The average-number upon the sick list is from 
forty to fifty, and, at the present season of the year, the principal 
diseases are cholera morbus and complaints of the bowels; and 
previously to the appearance of the malignant cholera, the prisoners 
were as Ithy as usual. The number of prisoners, when the 
disease first made its appearance, was nine hundred and thirty-six.

In provement of the Steam Engine.—A great improvement in the 
steam engine has been recently made by Mr. G. Rennoldson, of 
South Shields. This engine has three cvlinders from one boiler, 
with the connecting rods on a triangular crank, so that while one 
piston is moving upwards, another is going down, and another 
passing the centre, the pistons following each other in a regular 
division of time, and completely balancing each other aa far os 
weight and pressure are concerned, the sides of course moving 
ripen a similar triangular crank. This engine has nearly as com- 
plete ao equatj'itv and uniformy of motion as it is possible to pro 
cure from a rotatory engine. The necessity of a flv wheel is alto 
gether superseded. It is so steady in its mo'ion, indeed, as hardly 
to effect the frame on which it stands, and makes so little noise that 
it would scarcely be known to work, were it not seen to do so 
Such an engine must necessarily be of great use in steamboats, in 
entton factories, and in those manufactories at Birmingham and 
Sheffield where fine metal work is wrought. An engine of this 
description will go in less bounds than those of the ordinary con- 
struction. A spice of five fect four inches, will hold from 15 to 50 
horse power; and engines of 20 horse power on this plan mav be 
set withina frame only five feet squire. The present is a high 
nressure engine, but very slight alteration wou'd give it the con- 
densing principle. From the greatest power it possesses, however, 
at comparatively a light pressure of steam, tt appears to be quite as 
secure as any condensing engine could be made.
